"PERIODICITY IN. ‘MALARIA 
“EXPLAINED 


Dr. Saunders Jn the course .of 
his address sald:—Among the in- 
umerable peculiar modes of life in 
the vast world of, animal organ- 
isms; those. which undergo the} 
strangest. complexities of develop-" 
ment: are undoubtedly the para- 
sites. This in.itself is. strange, 
for, having chosen parasitism as 
‘their -particular niche in the gen- 
eral scheme of existence, they have 
found there a, safe sheltér -from 
the unceasing struggle in which} 


fall freesHving organisms are in- 


volved. A constant’ temperature. 
a steady and highly nutritious 
food supply, freedom from compe- 
titton—shauld not these conduce 
to 2 most dull and uneventful 
existence. But it is the. transfer- 
ence from one host to another 
that. presents the difficulty; 2 
parasite cannot expect its host’ to 
live for ‘ever although the most 
gueccessful parasite 1s ,the one 
which 1s least harmful, not the one 
that kills most’ quickly.
